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ROME DOUBTS BATTLESTORY 


Officiats Say Attempt to Run Dar- 
danelles in Torpedo Boats 
Would Be Foolish. 


FLURRY IN CHICAGO GRAIN PITS 


—— — 


LONDON, July 19.~The mystery surrounũ - 
ing the reported attack on the Dardanelles 
by Italian torpedo boats and their repulse 
with the loss of two vessels and the damage 
of six othérs, coupled with the prociaina- 
tion of the sultan of Turkey exhdrting the 
troops to remain loyal, suggests the poses 
bility that another revolution is brewing in 
Constantinople. 

The Italian government denies knowledge 
of an attack on the Dardanelles, and while 
independent dispatches confirm the fatt that 
a cannonade took place, all reports concern- 
ing an Italian attack and of the damage in- 
flicted on the Italian torpedo boats come 
from official Turkish sources and are not 
confirmed by press dispatches. 

The suggestion is made that the bombard- 
ment was engineered by the Turkish govern- 
ment as a means of influencing the Turks, by 
reminding them that the enemy was at the 
doors of the capital, thus counteracting a 
military revolution. 


Sultan’s Plea to Army. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 19.~The grave 
nature of the. government’s difficulties ig 
revealed in a proclamation of the sultan to 
the army.whtth weareaéd to the gafrison here’ 
today. | 

After announcing the appointment of Tew- 
fik Pasha as grand vizier, thé proclamation 
reminds the troops of their oath of loyalty 
and, referring to demands made by cértatn 
officers as contrary to the constitution ana 
supreme rights of thé khalifate, exhorts the 
army not to mix in politics, but to devote 
itself exclusively to the defense of the coun- 
try. 

The proclamation concludes by pointing 
ont that the officers’ treasonable attitude had 
encouraged the enemy to the extent “ that 
the enemy dared last night to approach the 
very gates of the capital. This should con- 
stitute a warning.” 

The proclamation was provoked by a meet- 
ing of officers at the war office which del2- 
gated Nazim Pasha and Hadi Pasha to sub 
mit to the sultan the officers’ demands for 
the dissolution of the chamber of deputtes 
end the appointment of Kiamil Pasha as 
grand vizier. 


Officials Report Victory. 

An official report, given out today. says 
eight Italian torpedo boats attacked the 
entrance of the Dardanelles this morning. 
The Turkish forts replied vigorously, sink- 
ing two of the Italian war vessels and dam- 
aging the other six. The cannonade lasted 
forty-five minutes. 

Dispatches from the Dardanelles assert 
that after the Italian torpedo boats retired 
twenty-two large and small war vessels 
were sighted from the straits steaming a 
southerly course. Five cruisers are still 
reported off the Dardanelles. 

Twenty-seven Italian warships on April 18 
last bombarded the forts Kilid-Ul-Bahr and 
Sedd-Ul-Bahr, defending the gateway to Con- 
stantinople, for three and a half hours. The 
italians fired 180 shells, but the forts were 
only slightly damaged. The land batteries 


returned the fire and one of the Italian war- 


ships was reported damaged by a shell. After 
three and a half hours’ fighting the Italians 
withdrew.’ i 


Doubt Action in Rome. 

ROME, July 19.—The Italian government 
knows nothing of the reported action between 
a flotilla of Italian torpedo boat destroyers 
and the Turkish forts at the entrance to the 
Dardanelles, except that several Turkish tor- 
pedo boats left the straits to hunt for Itallan 
warships; and that it is possibie, therefore, 
the Italian destroyers engaged these vessels 
in battle. 

„ ‘The idea that the Italian destroyers would 
try to force the Dardanelles, a semi-officia] 
note bays, is ridiculous. If the Turkish 
forts. bombarded the italian warships it was 
probably a resuit of the panic now reigning 
in Turkey or was a pretext of the govern- 
ment again tosclose the straits.” 


FLURRY IN GRAIN PITS. 

Reports of the bombardment of the Darda- 
nelles caused a flurry on the Chicago board of 
trade yesterday. The shorts were hit hard.

Any sacrifice of innocent lives may be 
warranted in the wild minds of the en- 
thusiasts, but the government hardly will 
be questioned if it be resolved that the ques- 
tion is not one of a political propaganda, but 
ef criminals.

That is,the last word on pasteurization.

2. Lactic acid. causes milk to sour, 
Certain aldermen claim that pasteuriza- 
tion destroys lactic acid, and therefore a 
pasteurized milk may be old without be- 
ing detected. The recent government re- 
ports assert that pasteurized milk will sour 
as soon as raw milk. 

3. It was claimed, when the ordinance 
prohibiting the sale of bulk milk in stores 
was adopted, that the stores would be 
driven out of business. The fact is, there 
are over 200 more small stores selling 
milk today than when this ordinance was 
passed. It was also claimed, when the 
previous ordinance requiring pasteuriza- 
tion was passed, it would destroy the smail 
dealers. The fact is, there are slightly 
more small dealers today than when the 
ordinance was passed.

Such an excess 
limits the pleasure of the outing and gains 
nothing. But if tanning is brought about 
do gradually that the skin does not get 
sore it stops the light rays and makes one 
better able to stand the sun glare. 


The skin is harmed, but the individual 
gains enough to compensate. To lie 
around on the beach just to tan is foolish. 
To tan as a means of increasing the 
pleasure of the out of doors is usually 
justified. The prospective resorter might 
well begin gradual tanning before he goes 
away. After going, it is well to so regi- 
late the daily exposure that the skin does 
not get sore. 

Nothing is gained by going bareheaded 
and exposing unnecessary parts of the 
skin. Tanning as a means, in a given 
case, may be justified; tanning as an end 
is never justified. | 

Going bareheaded, exposing the head 
to the heat and light. in summer, is not 
good for the hair. It is possible that it 
may do no harm, and may even do good 
in the winter, spring, and fall; but the 
conditions are different in summer.

Trusts to Be Foreed to Prove They 
Are “Reasonable” in Operations. 


Washington, D. C., July 19.—After a ses- 
sion lasting until midnight majority mem- 
bers of the house steel trust investigating 
committee failed to reach an agreement on 
their report to congress, the chief conten- 
tion existing over the section of the report 
written dy Chairman Stanley on the absorp- 
tion by the United States Steel corporation of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron company in 1907. 

Representative Littleton of New York was 
reported to be particularly opposed to some 
of the chairman’e conclusions. 


Will ‘Remedy Legislation. 

Some features of the report upon which the 
committee are agreed include bills for reme- 
dial legislation, particularly that amending 
the Sherman anti-trust lew. This will de- 
clare all restraint of trade to de unreason- 
able and put upon defendant corporations 
the burden of proof that they are “ reason- 
able \ 

Tt will also grant to individuals the right 
to intervene in suits and to recover damages 
from corporasions adjudged guilty of violat- 
ing the anti-trust laws. 

Disapproves “Gary Dinners.” 

The report will disapprove of the so-called 
“Gary dinners,”’ characterizing them as 
“Just as effective in dominating prices as 
old pools and agreements.” 

The plan suggested by Elbert H. Gary. 
chairman of the board of directors of the 
United States Steel corporation, for federal 
regulation of trusts, the report will disap- 
prove, calling it “ semi-socialistic, impr. c- 
ticable and unconstitutional.” 


MACK TURNS OVER RECORDS. 


Retired Chairman of National Demo- 
cratic Committee Transfers Official 
Documents to His Successor.

Subcommittee Recommends Giv- 
ing Last Parcel in 375 Acres 
to Corporation. 


The grant of 875 acres of submerged lands 
to South Chicago industries by: the state leg- 
islature will not be attacked by the city 
council, The committee on harbors placed 
on file yesterday an ordinance reserving for 
harbor purposes the submerged land from 
Sevemy-ninth street to the Indiana state 
line.

Economical Housekeeping. 
Fully Baked Apple Pie. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

REEN apple pie is with us. The new 

apple, whether fully ripe or still ‘green, 

makes the best of pies, sauces, whips, 

etc. These have such genuine character 

/ that the addition of lemon juice is en- 

tirely superfluous and no great number of 
spices are acceptable. 

Apple pies are made the country over, but 


these very as much in kind as the California 


oyster varſes in size from the gulf oyster. 
The incredible difference between a poor apple 
pie and a good one is almost wholly due to the 
differences in baking 8 

— 


In general apple pies are not baked long 
and slowly enough. Even evaporated apples, 
if cleaned and soaked well, put into a pie and 
cooked for two hours, will have that fine red 
color characteristic of the best pies and be 
superior to any pie of sliced fresh apple but 
half baked, especially. if the cook in making 
the latter did not choose a cooking apple, 
Some apples were never made to be cooked, 

An oven does not need to be hot enough to 
boil the juices of an apple pie violently, but 
cooks.who make the best pies take great 
pains to prevent any possible loss of juices 
because they boil at a rather low oven temper- 
ature, 

— 


some in order to prevent this loss put all 
the sweetening next to the bottom crust; then 
they tie a piece of cheesecloth around the edge 
of the pie, feeling that this is the surest way 
of having a nice firm crust, and one that is 
not: overbrown from the long baking. This 

makes a less bulky and pleasanter edge than 
when the lower crust is turned up over the 
apple before the upper is put on. 

A pie with the apple half raw and with 
seasonings as isolated and unrelated to it as 
though they were still in their cans or can- 
isters is a crude affair. The best tasting 
apple pie is one that nearly approaches the 
ane in color and taste.

Lillian Russell’s Answers. 


READER: Use the household ammonia. Take 
two-thirds peroxide and one-third ammonia. 
There is not enough ammonia in the mixture to 
burn the skin, but in case it should add a little 
more peroxide. If the bone of the ankle is 
large there is no way of reducing it, but if it is 
just fat you can reduce it by massage, or the 
Zollowing exercise is beneficial: Stand on the 
toes, then bend the Knees as far as possible, 
still keeping on the toes.

A volume unique and important to esthett 
clans comes from the collaborating pens of 
Vernon Lee and C. Anstruther-Thomgon. 
It's title is ‘“‘ BEAUTY AND UGLINBSS,” 
and John Lane is its publisher. Nearly four 
hundred pages in length, excellently indexed 
and moderately illustrated, it bears at first 
@iance the look of a book which takes itself 
very seriously. Vernon Lee knows, if any 
writér knows, how to be insouciant, but here 
is no mere pleasure volume, no pretty bro- 
hure with which the idle art student or the 
blase connaisacur may divert himself. Here. 
rather, is a work to which the artist, the 
peychologist; the philosopher, may turn and 
find: food for his best and most concentrated 
thought. Although the writers have con- 
sulted and have to some extent quoted from 
the previous writers upon the subject, the 
volume is in no way weighted down with 
other men’s opinions. On the contrary, it 
bears on every page the indubitable evidences 
of originality. 
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The prime inquiry is What is agreeable 
to the normal human being In entering 
upon an investigation so specific it was in- 
évitable that the large poetic idea of The 
Beautiful should be discarded. ‘ There is 
in reality,“ the book says, no such thing 
as ‘The Béautifal.’ There are only separate 
and different beautiful forms.“ In a study 
@o extensive and detailed of esthetic prefer 
ences innumerable interesting points of pos- 
gible discussion arise, but the columns of a 
daily paper are not the place for a consid- 
@ration of them. The book will make a tre- 
mendous appeal to those who are interested 
in the motives which underly great art; and 
tt is not too much to say that they will be 
etrengthened in their determination to give 
of the best of their inspiration and effort 
When they have completed this volume. 
“There never has been and never can be 
an art purely esthetic,”’.is the conclusion 
reached; “the art for art's sake, of which 
we used to hear, being preéminently an art 
for the display of technical skill or sci- 
entific novelty of problem, or for the stimu- 
lation of emotions very far from esthetic, in 
fact, an art covering the futility or per- 
versity of its appeal by the excuse that every- 
thing is permissible and dignified in the 
service of itself.“ 

In other words, artis, after all, not a great 
enough thing to stand alone. Behind it. 
above -it, beneath it, are those greater and 
more fundamental things which the spirit 
and not the hands nor the brain can produce, 
which make it the most delicate and exquisite 
handmaiden of man. 
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It is Mr. Shuster's opinion that if fhe Por- 
sian people were given a chance they would 
make good. 

As Mr. Shuster tould not reform the finan- 
cial condition of the country it, was impos- 
sible to help the people. The rulers did not 
want it and the people Were kept in ignor- 
ance, which they were taught to enjoy rather 
than to rebel against. The great mass of 
the population is composed of peasants and 
_tribesmen, all densely ignorant. Many 
thousands have been educated abroad or 

have traveled after completing their educa- 
tion at home, but the rank and file are ab- 
solutely uninformed of what is going on tn 
the world outside their own country. 

The upshot of Mr. Shuster's deduction on 
the subject of Persia is, as the title of his 
book indicates, that it is a strangled coun- 
try and that it is atrangled by its rulert, 
who want to keep the people in ignorance 
of their ways. That Persia will ever be like 
European countries does not seem possible.
